tained before the Ilankrupt should become Scrivener, Salesinaster, 
Bunker, Broker, Factor, Dealer in Exchange or Mcrchandiie ; but 
that all debts so secured should have the same force and effect, priority 
and preference, as if the said Act had not been made . 

,Q And whereas by on Act passed in the Session of Parliament held m 
the sixth and seventh years of the reign of his late Majesty King 
AViiliam the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act toamend the Laa-s relating 
to Bankrupts in Irdaiid,” the said Act of the eleventh and twelfth years 
of the reign of his Majesty King GnortCE the Third was repealed :
